Briggs, but 
as an advocate of peace. I have hoped | 
and prayed our action might lead to 
unity, not bitterness, and make us 
strong for our great fight with evil. I 
believed there were many on both 
sides of the Briggs’ question who feel 
as I do and long for some safe middle 
course. We have a right to do whatI 
advise, to request the trustees of the 
Union Theological Seminary to re- 
consider their action. This course 
will not render the position of the 
New York Presbytery more difficult 
in the trial of Dr. Briggs.’

Washinaton, May 29.—The State 
Department has not been officially in- 
formed of\any intention on the part of 
the Chilian insurgents to bombard 
Valparaiso, as reported from Paris. 
There is no disposition on the part of 
this government, so. far as can be 
learned, to ‘‘intervene’”’ in the Chilian 
The, meaning of this term 
in diplomatic language is siding with 
one faction or the other. If the in- 
surgents should attempt to bombard 
that city it is more than probable that 
the foreign minister would enter an 
energetic protest, based on the fact 
that the foreign interests of that city 
are larger than the native Chilian in- 
terests. In view of this large interest 
it may be that the protest, if disre- 
garded, may be enforced by the foreign 


fleets in Chilian waters, but\ their ac- 


tion would go no further than neces- 
sary\to protect the lives and property 
of the foreign subjects.

SIXTY MINUTES. 


flow the Measure for T'me Came 
to be Adopted. 
Why is our hour divided into sixty 


‘minutes, each minute into sixvy sec- 


onds,etc.? Simply and solely because 
in Babyionia there existed, by the side 
of the decimal \system of nations, an- 
other system, the sexagesimal, which 
counted by sixties, Why that number 


should have been chosen is clear 
enough, and it speaks well for the prac- 
tical sense of those ancient Babylonian 
merchants. There is no number which 
he~ 48 many divisors as sixty. 

The Babylonians divided the sun’s 
daily journey into twenty-four para- 
sangs Or 720 stadia. Fach parasang or 
hour was subdivided into sixty min- 
utes. A parasang is about a German 
mile, aod the Babylonian astronomers 
compared the progress made by the 
sun during one hour at the time of the 

equinox .o the progress made by a 
good walker during the same time, 
both accomplishing one parasang, 

The whole course of the sun dnring 
the twenty-four equinoctial hours was 
fixed at twenty-four parasangs, or 720 
stadia, or 360 degrees. This system 
was handed on to the Gresks, and Hip- 
parchus, the Greek philosopher, who 
lived about 150 B, &.. introduced the 
Babylonian bourin Europe. Piolemy, 
who wrote about 150 A. D. and whose 
name still lives in that of the Piolemac 
system of astronomy, gave still wider 
currency to the Babylonian way of rec- 
oning time. 

It was carried along on the quiet 
streain of traditicnal knowledge 
through the Middle Ages, and arange 
to say, it sailed down safely over the 
Niagara of tue French revolution. 
the Freach, whea revolutionizing 
weights, measures, coins and dates, 
and subjecting all tothe decimal sys- 
tom of reckoning, were induced by 
some unexplained motive to respect 
our clocks and waiches and allow our 
dials to remain seXagesimal—that is, 
Babylonian, each hour consisting of 
sixty minutes.

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ANOTHER AUSTRALIAN IDEA. 


The Torrens System of Registering Real- 
Estate Transfers. 

The American Contractor contains 
the following in regard to the Austra- 
lian system of real-estate transfers, 
known as the Torrens system. ‘*This 
system has been in use for over thirty 
years in Australia, and, as far as can 
be learned, gives Satisfaction and does 
not infringe upon anyone’s right or 
privileges. In south Australia in seven- 
teen years the total amount of claims 
arising on account of titles thus granted 
was fifteen hundred dollars. Its dis- 
eussion by the Llinois State Bar asso- 
‘iation is. evidence of the interest that 
is being felt in it and recognition of its 
inerits. 

‘Briefly stated, it is what is known 
as ‘registration of titles’—a system by 
which, after the title is registered, it is 


_transferred only on the books of the 


registrar in analogy to the transfer of 
registered bonds, stocks, vessels, ete. \It 
most closely resembles the transfer of 
vessels, which is done by the surrender 
ifthe old certificate of registration and 
taking out a new one in the name of 
the new owner. Such a system has 
been used in Bavaria, Prussia and other 
European \states for over a hundred 
years, and in Hamburg for over six hun- 
dred years. . Its\ use among English- 
speaking people originated in South 
Australia by Sir Robert Torrens, and 
has been generally known as the ‘Tor- 
rens. system.’ He claims it was first 
suggested to him\by the method in use 
in transferring vessels. \ So satisfactory 
has it proved that it has since been 
adopted in the. other Australian , col- 
onies and in Tasmania, New Zealand, 
the Fiji islands, British\Columbia, Man- 
itoba and Ontario. It is also, permitted 
in England. . 

“The distinguishing feature is that 
the title is transferable only upon the 
record on’ the surrender and caricella- 
tion of the certificate of title of the sel- 
ler and a new certificate is issued to the 
purchaser. 

“If only a portion of the land is 
transferred a certificate is issued to the 
purchaser for the part purchased and a 
new one to the owner for the part which 
he. retains. If a peculiar estate is 
created, as for years or for life, a cer- 
tificate is issued to one for the particu- 
lar estate.and to the other for the re- 
version or remainder. Every transfer. 
is under supervision of the registrar, 
and all questions touching its regular- 
ity and validity are settled at the time 
of the transfer. So no question affect- 
ing the title can, therefore, arise except 
in case of fraud, and then only while 
the property remains in the hands of 
the purchaser or othegs having notice 
of the fraud. 

‘It would do away with the enormous 
cost of obtaining abstracts as well as 
avoid the loss of time incident upon the 
present transfer of title. It would 
save the state some millions annually 
which now are spent. in making, keep- 
ing and storing the thousands of vol- 
umes upon whose pages the old and 
new records are spread in detail, all of 
which have to be gone over every time 
a new owner obtains the fee to the 
property unless he accepts in lieu 
thereof the guaranty of some title- 
guaranty trust company, which is good 
only so long as said company. remains 
wholly solvent. But the purchaser has 
no assurance that if in future years 
some hidden claim arises against his 
property the title-guaranty company 
will not be so ineumbered with suits on 
other claims as to be alyeady insolvent, 
if perchance it may not already from 
other causes have gone out of business, 

“The state, which is the people in 
their aggregate or representative sense, 
should be the arbiter, quieter and guar- 
antor. of all titles to real property, just 
as itis the protector of the individual 
rights of all citizens, and this should be 
done at the minimum expense of money 
and time both to the state and the citi- 
zen, commensurate with security and 
protection to separate rights under the 
laws.”

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THE DIGNITY OF LABOR. 

Elevated by the Eloquence of 
Charies Sumner, but Denounced 

by an Irate Miner of Nevada. 
When Charles Sumner was United 
States Senator from Massachusetts he 
delivered on one occasion a lecture 
before that body and chose for his text 
‘“‘The Dignity of Labor.’’ It is hardly 
necessary to say that the subject was 
handled by bim in a masterly manner, 
and with his eloquence and fervor it 
produced a profound sensation and 


greatly enlarged his circle of admirers. 
Among those who were 80 attracted, 
not as a believer in his doctrines, but 
simply enthusiastic over the orators 
scholarly attainments, was a young 
man from St. Johns, New Brunswick, 
who with his parents and other mem- 
bers of the family emigrated to Cali- 
fornia in the early ’50’s. 


THE FAMILY WAS NOTED 

In those pioneer days for being one of 
the best educated in their settlement, 
and the young man referred to pos- 
sessed more than average attainments. 


But he was like many young men 
when first entering on the battle of 
life, quite given to building castles in 
the air, and deferred making use of 
his talents until some time in the 
future, when with the aid of wealth 
he expected to acguiré he would take a 
prominent place in the community. 
His experience, however, -was similar 
to that of many other high minded 
youths who came to California to woo 
jiortune and failed. After spending 
ten years in agricultural pursuits there 
with no success, he was tempted to 
come to Nevada. In due time, in 
1863, he arrived in Austin and for five 
or six years prospected and worked on 
Lander hill, without making a strike. 
Fortune: kept out of his reach, and he 
was then tempted totry his luck at 
faro. 

FROM CLOSE OBSERVATION 
Around the games, he became con- 
vinced that intelligent application of 
the principles of a system which he 
had evo'ved would result in tapping 
the bauk for all it held, and some of 
them in those days were supplied 
with a liberal capital. Of course his 
system wasa failure, and every pay- 
day witnessed the same result; the 
dealer always raked in his surplus 
earnings before the system was played 
tothe winning point. Fortune still 
eluded him, and like many others, 
he concluded he must do something 
to ‘‘change his luck,’’ and he decided 
on following the ‘‘will o’ the wisp’’ to 
the then newly discovered mines of 
White Pine. His experience there 
did not differ from that which befell 
him on Lander hill, and in the winter 
of 1869 he found himself hammering 
a drill head in one of the prominent 
mines on Treasure Hill. The winter 
was a severe one and the inclemencics 
of the 
WEATHER AT THAT POINT, 
Which was at an elevation of nearly 
10,000 feet, together with the poor 
protection afforded by the frail cabins 
occupied by nearly all at that day, 


made a miner’s life one of real hard- 
ship; and, when accompanied by ill 
success, it was at times most exasper- 
ating to reflect back upon a life wasted 
But such has been the experience of 
the vast majority, and while most of 
us ‘‘take our medicine’’  philosophi- 
cally, our young English friend was 
by nature impatient and petulant, and 
he chafed over his ill luck and was 
prone to magnify all of life’s little 
ills. He had two companions with 
him in the cabin that winter who 
were also employed in the mines, but 
worked on the night shift, while he 
worked by day. His comrades usually 
came home in the morning before he 
was awake, and generally went to bed 
quietly so as not to disturb him. They 
always addressed him by his first 
name—Charlie—and would some time 
chaff him over his wooing fortune in 
every clime,bevide trying a ‘*system.’’ 
HE WAS IRRITABLE 
And sometimes very cross, and as the 
winter weather grew colder and the 
discomforts of their cabin increased, 
life became a torment to Charlie. 
Everything was frozen up in the win- 
try mornings when he had to rise and 
go to work. The water bucket was 
generally. frozen nearly solid, and it 
Was necessary to take a hatchet to 
break through and get enough for the 
morning ablutions. Articles of cloth- 
ing,| especially canvas overalis and 
shirts, boots and socks, would be as 
stiff as iron pokers; and the overalls 
would stand alone. It would try the 
Christain spirit of any one to dress 
without a fire, with the thermometer 
at 20° below zero, and as Charlie made 
no pretentions to any Christain pro- 
fessions, the cabin would frequently 
shake with his suppressed mutterings 
while pulling on his frozen hoots. His 
comrades would quietly listen and 
feign sleep until he left for breakfast 
and then laugh immoderately at his 
EXHIBITION OF ILL TEMPER. 

One morning while he was dressing 

and in his usual ill humor pulling on 


a frozen boot by the broken straps, he 


to get his foot in; and with his pa- 
tience so sorely tried; his ill luck 
staring at him through the frozen pog- 
onip that filled the air with the icy 
coldness of death; with his past life 
before him and his scholastic attain- 
ments put to no better use than swing- 
ing a sledge over a drill head, he ex- 
ploded in a vigorous protest against 
fate, and regardless of disturbing his 
quiet comrades, he turned loose and 


oo much profanity cursed his luck 


a string of expletives that would 
make a ship mate envious; as he be- 
came exhausted he suddenly thought 
of Charles Sumner, and he closed bis 
outburst by saying, ‘‘D—n the man 
who first talked on the dignity of la- 
bor.” Then his comrades, Charlie 
Kimball, now of Hawthorne; and 
Mose Lyons, unable to longer remain 
quiet, broke the torrent of Charlie’s 
passions by an uproarous laugh.

GIRLS AT COLLEGE. 


The Social Arrangements for 
Young Women in Educational 
Inetitutions. 

As a matter that may have some 
relation to the methods 
our home institutions, the Gazerre 
gives space for the following expres- 
sion of views upon this important sub- 
ject, which was reported in the Aulle- 
tin of Tuesday : 

Ataquarterly meeting of the Pa- 
cific branch of the Collegiate Alumni 
the subject for discussion was ‘‘Social 
Arrangements for Girls in Co-Educa- 
tional Colleges.’’ Letters of the dif- 
ferent colleges admitted to the asso- 
ciation, were read, describing the 
method followed in each and its work- 
ing. 

The drift of the letters may be 
shown by a few extracts. The first is 
from a letter of Miss Marion Talbot, 


trustee of Boston University and Pres- 
ident of the trustees of the Harvard 
Annex, A. B.and A.M. of Boston 
University and S. B. of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 

They (the girls of Boston Univer- 
sity and the Institute of Technology) 
come and go just as they - please, find 
their own boarding places and are 
watched no more than the boys. My 
experience convinces me that our 
women students, dependent on their 
own sense of dignity, honor and wom- 
anliness, make far fewer real mistakes 
consciously and unconsciously, than 
our city society girls do deliberately 
and in spite of the conventionalities 
which are supposed to protect them. 

From President Adams of Cornell: 

Many modifications have been in- 
troduced into Sage College. The most 
important of these is the employment 
of a Principal, whose duty it is to act 
as guide, philosopher and friend of 
the young ladies. She is held respon- 
sible by the trustees for the carrying 
out of the simple rules of. the house. 
In matters of social life outside of the 
house, Mrs. Hooker also stands in 
loco parentis, and every inmate of 
the house is required to inform her of 
any engagement that may be made. 
We are of the opinion that this cus- 
tom works admirably, and that the 
social abilities of the young ladies in 
this way are sufficiently developed.

BUYING OLD BOTTLES. 


nee @ Paying Basiness, But Its Best 
Days Are Over. 

‘There are thousands and thousands 
of dollars invested in the business,” the 
jolly-faced: man said impressively, ex- 
plains the New York Sun. The jolly- 
faced man was a \bearded Irishman, 
with a bit of the brogue to his speech, 
a brawny-built fellow with lots of fun | 
in his nature, and he was stooping over 
a big bag filled with bottles, picking 
them out and setting them in neat rows 
on the floor. He worked away in a very 
wilderness of bottles of all sizes and de- 
signs and colors. _They were ranged in 
boxes heaped one a-top the other nearly 
to the ceiling. They dangled on: hooks 
from the rafters, they lay on their sides 
piled in pyramids against; the walls, 
and outside in the street were more of 
them in a truck awaiting storage in the 
proper rookery. It was one of the old; 
bottle storage houses of which . there 
are perhaps a.score or so in the big 
town. This particular storage house 
was on the west side of town,,in a 
thickly populated quarter, where the 
| small boys have plenty of fun watching 

the men pile up the bottles. 

The jolly-faced Irishman was one of 
the men who make it a business to buy 
up old bottles, and he began an enter- 
taining chat about it by giving his visi- 
tor right off a proper conception of the 
capital invested in it. 

‘‘Itis.a department of the junk trade,” 
he\ added, *‘but several hundred thou- 

' sand dollars are invested in it, aud it 
ives employment to-about three hun- 
| dred men all told. These three hun- 
dred inelude Americans and Irish and 
ilebrews and Italians. Without wishing 
| to indulge in any race prejudices I want 
| to say right now that what we claim to 
be the recent demoralization of this 
| business is due to the advent of the He- 
| brews and the Italians, especially the 
| latter. I remember ten or fifteen years 
ago, when the business was in the 
hands of the Americans and Irishmen, 
that the profits were easily, three and 
four times as great as at.present. I 
myself was then able to earn at one 
time forty dollars & week, and have 
plenty of time after one o’clock in the 
afternoon for recreation. I never 
worked then later than one o'clock. 

“The Americans and \Irish who are 
engaged in the business \conduct it by 
ineans of push carts, and make a tour 
from house to house, collecting such 
bottles as the occupants have for sale. 
They have regular customers, upon

whom they can count from month to 
month for the best grade of) bottles. 
lsottles are worth all the way from two 
to thirty-six cents a dozen. The highest 
price is paid for German white-wine 
bottles. ‘Ten years ago the prices, \as I 
remember, were three times as much as 
this, but competition and a variety of 
other causes have brought the business 
down so that the man is lucky who can 
make anywhere like a decent living at 
it. 

“We keep bottles in store, to await 
the demand that certain seasons are 
sure to bring. Claret bottles are just 
now in demand, for it is the claret-bot- 
tling season. Ale bottles are also in 
demand. They are used tq bottle ale 


Understand that though the bottle is 
used again for this purpose, the label 
never is. That would be a fraud. The 
bottles when collected and resold to the 
bottler are first boiled and then washed 
out with shot until they are perfectly 
clean. These bottles are bought only 
from legitimate bottle stores, whose 
canvassers, or house-to-house. buyers, 
never handle oil bottles, medicine bot- 
tles or any of the other ‘dump’ grade of 
| goods.” 
The jolly-faced junkman stooped over 
and picked up two champagne bottles.
